This is a bibliography of one labor union —the Ameri- 
Ncan Federationof Teachers— which has been among * 
tn^ more militant of the public employee unions. In 
de>^loping this bibliography, an effort has been made 
to seWr literaturfe that is availal^l«f,tn hi^h school, small 
college "^Eind county libraries. In addition; the subject 
matter coVered and literature selected are on topics of 
relatively ciirrent interest. These limitations are made ia - 
view of the i^rfl^inent publication of a longer, more 
definitive bibliography of literature on the AFT by thjj^ 
Reuther Library.\^ 

No articles in the bibliography have been cited from 
the American TeacKer, which is thc'official publication 
of the AFT. The newspaper, availablc^from Universi^y^ ' 
Microfilms at Ann Arbor, is not only an important 
source of information ab6ut the AFT but is also an ^ 
ejcccedingly valuable sourc^s^f information about 
public education in general. John Dewey. George 
Cotjnts. John Kirkpatrick, Harold Laski. Scott Nearitig, 
Jerome Davis. John Childs, Harry Overstreec afT^^many 
other American scholars published articles in the Amer- 
iqdrt Teacher from the dace it was first issued in 191 2. 
Therefore, failure to include individuaMistings from the 
American Teacher is not an oversight; rather, the very 
richness of infortpatioh on virt^^lly every American
